Frank Leslie's Fopnlar Uonthly 
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The following is the Aill text of the 
law, proposed by Senator Hoar in 

tho last Congress on the Frealdeiitial 
succession. It passed the Senate, but 
failed ill the House: 

"Skc. 1. That ill case of ii'iiioval, 
doatli, resignation or inability of botli 
the I'icsidoiit and Vice Preaideut of 
the United States, the Secretary of 
State, or if tliero bo none, or in case 
of his removal, death, resignation or 
inability, then tho Secretary of tho 
Treasury, or if tlicie be none, or in 
case of his removal, death, resigna- 
tion or inability, theutlie Secretary 
of War, or if there be none, or if. In 
case of removal, death, resignation or 
inablllly, then the Attorney (ieneial, 
or if tliofe bo none, or 111 case of his 
reniovul, ileal h, icsiyiiutiiiii oriiiabil 
ily, then tlie rostniastcr Ueneral, or 
if there bo none, or lu case ol his re 
moval, death, resignation or inablli 
ty, then tho Secretary of tlio Navy, or 
If there be none, or iu case of his re- 
movBl, death, resignation or inability, 
then tho Secielaiy of the Interior 
shall act as Prcsidoul until tlie disa- 
bility of Iho Praaident or Vice Presi- 
dent is removed or a Preaideut shall ; 
bo elected, such ofllcer being elegibio 
to tho office of I'losident under the 
constitution, and not under articles 
of imiieachinciil iiy the llouseof Itep- 
lesentativos of tlie United States at 
tho linio the powers aud dutletof the 
office shall devolve upon blin. 

"Provided, that whenever the pow- 
ers and duties of tliftjOfflco of I'lesi- 
deiit of the United gtates shall de- 
volve upon any of (Jio persons named 
herein, if Cougresa to not Iheu iuaes- 
slon.oriflt would not meet In to- 
cordance with law within twenty 
days tliorcafter, it shall be the duty 
of person unpon whom Mid. powers 
and duties shall devolve to laaue a 
proclaiuatliin convening Congross in 
extraoiMinary session, giving twenty 
davs' notice of tho lime of meeting. 

Tiiat tlio preceding aec- 
tioii sliall only bo held to desorihe 
and apply to those offlcere >yho shall 
have been appinted by the advice 
and consent of tho Senate to tUe of- 
fice therein named. - ,.i 
"Skc.
